ON the following morning I fulfilled 
my promise of writing to Sentonius; and 
yeceived an answer by return of post, 
thanking me, in the warmest terms, for 
having acted_as the agent of his benevo- 
lence; and informing me, that his wife 
had lived to receive the forgiveness he 
was so ready to grant. An easy mind, 
oo] air, and comfortable accommoda- 
tion, soon produced an astonishing effect 
upon the invalid’s health: in less than ten 
days she was enabled to quit her apart- 
ment, and even to walk in the warden, 
supported by Emily and the nurse. 


At the expiration of a fortnight, Sen 
ionius returned to us. I described the 
astonishing effect which his generosity 
had produced; but several days elapsed 
before 1 could persuade him to visit the 
being whom he had raised frem the grave.
